(flags, president of the Americat 
Newspaper Publishers Association 
gave warning at the annual convert 
tion yesterday that newspaper pub 
Ushers must make further cooser va 
tion of news print paper if they ar' 
not to have a worse time next fab 
am! winter than iii the past sir 
months. 
Publishers have yielded to the 
temptation, it was pointed out. to 
accept the large volume of adver­ 
tising offered no matter how small 
the margin of profit. 
' It has only been in the past two 
months.” 
Mr. Glass said, 
“that 
many papers have been forced by 
weather and railroad conditions, as 
well as by price, to see their ditty 
and restrict the volume of advertis­ 
ing.” 
William A. Thompson, director of 
the Bureau of Advertising, said at 
a luncheon held that newspaper ad 
vertising had reached the point ot 
supremacy as a national medium 
which it always had held as a Iota 
medium. 
He added that there wa;* 
much “loose talk” that 
nationa 
newspaper advertising was due ti, 
“evasion of the excess profits tax,’ 
hut the real reason for it was that 
manufacturers are seeking to win 
back customers lost during the war. 
It had sound economic reasons, he 
said, adding that the per cent OI 
advertising to sales was not great­ 
er than normal.

OPENING PANDORA’S BOX. 
From the N ew York Sun and Herald. 
Every once in a while some bright 
person with more imagination th in 
common sense stirs up a horiels’ nest 
by suggesting certain shifts of terri­ 
tory in the western hemisphere. The 
most recent proposal of this kind took 
the form of a plan whereby England 
might cancel a portion of her war debt 
to this country by ceding to us certain 
of her colonies in the West Indies or 
even Canada. 
It is surprising that those who orig­ 
inated such schemes do not draw still 
further upon their imagination and 
Til* up widespread discussion by con­ 
noting plausible projects 
for other 
possible transfers of territory in the 
two American continents. 
Here arc a 
few hints: 
Reviving a suggestion made several 
years ago, we might round off the c o n ­ 
tinental area of I he United S ta te s by 
trading a part of tile Alaskan pan­ 
handle to Canada in return for British 
.Honduras, England consenting to the 
sacrifice, of course, out of considera­ 
tion for her colonial cousins. We could 
then trade British Honduras to Mex­ 
ico for Lower California. 
To be sure, 
Guatemala might object 
to 
having 
Mexico on both sides cl it and other 
inconveniences might be seen, hut 
Rich obstacles need not be taken into 
consideration here. 
During the war tile Allies’ sympa­ 
thizers in Venezuela hoped thai their 
country might cast aside its neutrality 
and as a reward for participation in 
the .struggle receive Caracoa and the 
other Dutch Islands, together with 
British Trinidad, all of which belong 
geographically to Venezuela. 
Why 
not revive this idea? 
The Guinas have never been prop­ 
erly developed by the three European 
nations that share them. Negotiations 
might be instituted for their partition 
between Venezuela and Brazil, both 
of which claim the region anyway. 
The French West Indies have long 
since ceased to be profitable to the 
mother country, and it might be pos­ 
sible to create a new Pan-Galic re­ 
public through an alliance of those 
islands with French speaking Havt— 
with the consent, naturally of the Ma­ 
rine Corps. 
Argentina has always 
claimed the Falkland Islands and 
would gladly take them over, offer­ 
ing England perhaps certain commer­ 
cial inducements in return. 


GERMANY MUST KEEP TREATY. 
Every indication is that Germany 
does not wish and does not not intend 
to abide by the treaty of Versailles. 
She has failed to comply with its pro­ 
visions in almost every respect since 
its signing, beginning with the sink­ 
ing of her war ships in Scapa Flow. 
Following that she has ignored, and 
at times, insolently refused to observe 
many of the solemn stipulations made. 
And in nearly every instance the al­ 
lies have backed down most humiliat­ 
ingly. 
Now she comes forward with a de­ 
mand that the supreme council per­ 
mit her to increase her army from 
100,000 as provided in the treat;*, to 
200.000, which she claims she needs 
to keep down internal disorders. 
In­ 
cidentally she admits that the army 
has never been reduced to tbe size 
provided by the treaty by r iving that 
her soldiers refuse to bt* demobilized 
and therefore she must retain at least 
200.000. 
As a matter of fact the German 
government simply doesn’t intend Lo 
comply with the treaty. 
That is all 
there is to the whole thing. 
Tho al­ 
lies might as well make up their minds 
to this first as last and govern them­ 
selves accordingly. 
If the new German government can 
not keep down internal troubles with­ 
out a larger army than is provided by 
the treaty, then let the allies send in 
troops. 
They will settle matters right 
speedily. If the German army refuses 
to demobilize, let the allies demobilize 
it. 
That’s another job they can exe­ 
cute with 'neatness and dispatch. 
Ii is of course unfortunate that the 
L r ' cd states is not a 
part of the 
treaty 
enforcing 
machinery. 
The 
Germans have taken 
advantage of 
thi.t fact and without doubt that is 
the great reason for tK ;r arrogance. 
Bot with or without 
United States 
the allies should from a v on see that 
the treat} is kept in word and spirit. 
Otherwise no one can fortell the aw­ 
fu 
results to humanity iii 
future 
years.
